1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 7-8-09 
has been entered. 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

a) The reply filed 7-8-09 has page numbering which jumps from page 2 
which has at the top "AMENDMENTS TO THE DRAWINGS" to page 6 which has at the 
top "AMENDMENTS TO THE SPECIFICATION" and there are no pages numbered as 
pages 3-5. Thus, there is ambiguity with respect to whether the drawing replacement 
sheets are pages 3-5 of the reply or if pages are missing from the reply filed 7-8-09. 
Appropriate explanation/correction is required. 

b) There is ambiguity with respect to what is the title of the instant 
application. PALM on the bibliographic data sheet states the title as being "Method and 
system of determining the absolute velocity of a vehicle". However, the specification 
amendments section of the reply filed 7-8-09 and page 1 of the specification of record 
cite "Determination of a Vehicle's Absolute Velocity" as being the title of the application. 
In addition, the cover page of the specification, states the title as being "Method and 
System For Determining The Absolute Velocity Of A Vehicle". In the event then that the 
title indicated on the PALM bibliographic data sheet is incorrect, then amendment 
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should be made to the title to correct the above. Appropriate explanation/correction is 
required. 

c) The Amendments to the Specification section in the reply filed 7-8-09 
contains the amendment "The paragraph set forth on page 5, line 17...." however the 
paragraph being replaced here is located on page 5, line 15, of the specification. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

d) The Cross Reference To Related Applications section on page 8 of the 
reply filed 7-8-09 does not indicate that the application is a 371 of the cited PCT 
application. Appropriate correction is required. 

e) The attempt to incorporate subject matter into this application by reference 
to PCT application PCT/EP2003/007282 (see the incorporation by reference of this in
